MAY COST HIS LIFE 


Amateur Aer onaut’s Ter r ible 
Suspension in Midair . 


WAS UP FULLY 500 FEEÏ, 


Ma n Fell Into the Bra nches o i a Tree, 
Bo unded^ Into the Air a nd 
Thence to the Oro und. 


Howar d 
Twiss, 
an 
amateur 
aer onaut, 
who 
made 
a 
balloon 
ascension at Chelsea par k, west of 
Kansas City, Kas., yester day after ­ 
noon, met with an accident which 
may cost him his life, says this 
mor ning’s Kansas C ity Jour nal. 
Twnss lives at 190S Alice str eet, 
and has been pr acticing foî^some 
time, but never befor e appear ed in 
public. Chelsea par k was for mally 
opened yester day after noon, and he 
was billed as the star attr action. 
He was styled a pr ofessor with an 
unpr onounceable name, and a lar ge 
cr owd gather ed to see the per for m­ 
ance. 
O w in g to the high wind the as­ 
cension was put off to 6 130 o’clock. 
A t that time the young man made 
his 
appear ance 
in 
r ed 
tights 
tr immed with gold br aid, and the 
lar ge balloon was cut loose. 
It r ose to a height of about 500 
feet, and then dr ifted off nor th of 
the par k sever al hundr èd 
yar ds. 
W hen over a lar ge gr ove the gas 
began escaping 
and the 
balloon 
began to fall. 
Tw iss attempted to 
loosen his 
par achute, 
but 
failed 
until he was within a few feet of a 
tall tr ee. 
It then came loose fr om 
the balloon, but did not have time 
to open befor e the young aer onaut 
fell into the br anches of the tr ee. 
The fall was so gr eat that he 
bounced 
into the air and 
away 
fr om the tr ee to a tall bar e tr unk 
of a tr ee which stood a few feet 
distant. 
He lighted on top of this 
on his back and fell to the gr ound, 
a distance of about fifteen feet. 
The accident was witnessed by 
the cr owd which had gather ed to 
see the ascension and a number of 
men r ushed to the spot. 
Twiss 
was unconscious when picked up 
and he was taken to ihe home of 
C . S. Beil, near by, wher e Dr . 
Cr abtr ee was called and tempor a­ 
r ily attended him. 
His 
wounds 
wer e 
after war ds dr essed by Dr . 
Richar ds. 
He is sever ely injur ed about the 
head, back and ar ms and it is fear ed 
that he is injur ed inter nally. 
His 
w ife and -little child wer e pr esent 
and witnessed the accident. 
The Kansas City, Kas., police 
ambulance was called and the in­ 
jur ed man was taken to his home. 
H e was r esting easy last night, and 
the physicians have hopes for his 
r ecover y. 
T w iss is a young man about 25 
year s old, and is a nephew of ex- 
M ayor Geor ge Twiss, of Kansas 
C ity, 
Kas. 
His 
par tner 
in the 
balloon business is Jesse Windsor 
and they 
planned 
to make the 
ascension for the manager of the 
par k for a small sum. 
People who 
witnessed the ac­ 
cident say it is a gr eat wonder 
that T w iss was not killed, as when 
he fell into the tr ee the noise could 
be hear d in the par k, fully one- 
four th of a mile away.

Senator Wade Hampton's Fi^ht 
With Pov erty , 


THE LOSS OF HIS HOME. 


He Refases a Hou se Ofiered Him by 
the People of His Stv ato and 
Giv es His Reasons. 


In two tiny rooms on the “ Sand 
hills,” near Colu mbia, liv es, in his 
gray old age, one of the most dis­ 
tingu ished men, one of the most 
dashing, k nightly soldiers that the 
sou th has ev er boasted, say s the 
Colu mbia, S. C., correspondent of 
the New York World. 
To this narrow home is Gen. 
Wade Hampton driv en by the re­ 
cent bu rning of his cottage, the 
Sou thern Cross. 
The people of the state hav e of­ 
fered him a home, bu t the prou d 
old general has refu sed the offer. 
Gen. Hampton is the head of 
one of the most famou s old fami­ 
lies of the Palmetto state. 
His an­ 
cestral estate, Millwood, was one 
of the most beau tifu l in the sou th. 
Princely hospitality to all comers 
was its ru le, and pretty nearly 
ev ery v isitor of importance from 
Eu rope to the United States was 
there entertained. 
Gen. Hamp­ 
ton’s father had v ast estates in 
Mississippi as well as in Sou th 
Carolina, and was the largest slav e 
owner in the cou ntry . 
Now, withip plain v iew of the 
gau nt and black ened colu mns that 
mark the site of Millwood, a k ind­ 
ly , white bearded old gentleman 
comes ou t at interv als from the two 
rooms that shelter him to feed his 
chick ens. 
Ev en in his old age— 
he is 8 i—and crippled by the loss 
of his leg, he is still a handsome 
man of distingu ished presence, the 
Ru pert of his state. 


T H E B U R N I N G O F M IL L W O O D . 
It was the war, of cou rse. 
When it came, Wade Hampton 
was one of the leaders of his state. 
For the inev itable 
conflict 
he 
raised the standard of the Hamp­ 
ton legion of cav alry —daredev ils 
and rou gh riders, ev ery man of 
them. 
The Hampton 
legion 
simply 
fou ght throu gh the war ; fou ght at 
ev ery chance for fighting; fou ght 
in the v ery last sk irmish. 
In 18 6 5 Millwood was bu rned. 
Gen. Hampton was practically im­ 
pov erished. 
The big stone colu mns of the 
portico of the old hou se stood u p 
stark and u seless and still stand. 
Some of the hu mbler brick s from 
the ru ins were du g ou t, and with 
them a cottage of fou r rooms was 
bu ilt in the sou thern sty le, with 
big ex terior chimney s. 
In lime 
two more rooms were added in the 
rear, and the cottage then came to 
be k nown as the Sou thern Cross— 
its shape was rather that of a fat 
letter “ H .” 
Here Gen. Hampton liv ed in the 
interv als of pu blic serv ice as sen­ 
ator, gov ernor and railroad com­ 
missioner. 
Here he retired when 
too old for longer official serv ice. 
In the recent fire the fou r older 
rooms of this cottage were de­ 
stroy ed. 
The two newer ones in 
the rear, connected with the older 
portion by a passage, were sav ed. 
Something else was sav ed, some­ 
thing more v alu ed than money . 
The general brou ght ou t his sword. 
Gen. Hampton was awak ened 
by the cries of little Bru ce, a pet 
> collie dog only a few months old, 
of which he was v ery fond. 
He 
went to the. hallway where he 
slept, in the back part of the 
hou se, and as he opened the door 
was driv en back by the steam and 
smok e. 


B R A V E A T T E M P T TO S A V E A DOG. 
He called to the pu ppy , bu t he 
refu sed to come, and he was oblig­ 
ed to close the door. 
The pu ppy 


still cried, and Gen. Hampton 
made a great effort to get into the 
passageway , bu t the flames env el­ 
oped him and his hair and beard 
were bu rned. 
The failu re of his 
plu ck y attempt to rescu e the pu ppy 
was what he most regretted in the 
fire. 
In the two remaining rooms of 
his cottage the general liv es. 
To the east of the hou se pine 
trees gu ard, lik e sentinels, the spot 
where stood his beau tifu l home. 
Across the way is the home of 
Col. John C. Hask ell, and in a 
cottage nearby liv e the three sis­ 
ters of Gen. 
Hampton. 
They 
were forced to tak e refu ge here 
two y ears ago after the destru ction 
by fire of their home. 
When the people of Sou th Caro­ 
lina heard of Gen, Hampton’s loss, 
they promptly and delicately offer­ 
ed to rebu ild the home. 
To this 
offer he has ju st replied : 
“ It is the du ty of ev ery citizen 
to serv e his state whenev er called 
u pon to do so, and his sole reward 
shou ld be the consciou sness of hav ­ 
ing fu lfilled that obligation. 
If 
my fellow citizens think that I 
hav e been able to serv e my state in 
any manner I only discharged my 
du ty in doing so, and I am amply 
compensated for any serv ice ren­ 
dered by their v erdict of ‘Well 
done, good and faithfu l serv ant.’ 
I am, with heartfelt thank s for the 
great k indness shown me, 
“ W ade H am p t o n . ” 
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F'»” M. W. Bu y ssen,

The “ birthday dinner” \y as an 
informal affair, where only his 
three sisters, his children, grand­ 
children and great-grandchildren 
and a few friends were present. 
Among these last were Capt. 
Thomas Tay lor, who entered the 
Hampton legion as captain* of a 
cav alry corps 
and su bseq u ently 
serv ed to the close of the war as 
one of Gen. Hampton’s aides, and 
his brother, Dr. B. W. Tay lor, 
who went ou t as assistant su rgeon 
of the legion and became medical 
director of the cav alry corps. 
There were v ariou s calk a du r­ 
ing the birthday . The first, a con­ 
federate v eteran, 8 6 y ears old, 
drov e ou t in a bu ggy alone and 
brou ght witli him a bottle of wine 
in which to drink the health of his 
comrade. 
The Wade Hampton 
chapter, Dau ghters of the Confed­ 
eracy , held a special meeting, and 
later drov e ou t to present liim with 
a beau tifu l floral tribu te arranged 
with palmetto and the confederate 
colors. 
Another offering was a rope of 
eighty -one bu nches of fresh v iolets 
brou ght by three little girls, with 
the following note : 


“ D e ar G e n e r a l :—The little 
girls in Miss McMaster’s room send 
y ou a present of flowers for y ou r 
birthday .

in tu rn, and said:

will alway s remember this.”

Gen. Hampton has tu rned his 
attention to the raising of game 
chick ens as a div ersion in the life 
he leads. 
He allows no one to feed 
the chick ens bu t himself. 
The\ 
peach on his shou lder, sit on his 
k nee and tak e corn from his hand. 
Sev eral answer to the classic names 
of Sir Lau ncelot, ^ e e n Gu inev ere, 
Sir Galahad, Elaine, Red Gau nt­ 
let and Black Prince. 
Sir Lau ncelot is easily “ cock of 
the walk ,” and is so jealou s of 
King Arthu r’s attention that ev en 
Gu inev ere is driv en off from the 
interesting tou rnament.

not allowed to defend or avenge 
themselves. 
T h e 
writer 
shows 
great bitterness when lie states that 
the comrades of the murdered men 
stood by and 
by orders 
were re­ 
strained 
from 
raising a 
hand 
in 
their defense. 
Hoefer says that the Cubans are 
a miserable lot and the 
American 
soldiers lie awake nights praying 
that they may 
do something that 
will give the soldiers a chance to 
get at them. 
H e adds:

do 
get a whack at them.”
